CITIES FALL IN GRIM CIVIL 
WAR 


Amoy, Dee. While Marshal 
Chang Tso-Lin in organizing the 
allianee of northern war lords, to 
attempt a co-operative movement 
against the Cantonese, the revolu- 
tionary army of the south is con 
tinuing its victorious march. 

Within the last 24 hours, two im 
portant cities, Foo Chow and Yen- 
pingru, both on the line of the rail 
road running from the coast to Nan- 
chang, have fallen into the hands of 
the Canton government. Possessing 
these cities, the way is opened for 
the southerners to move forward in- 
to northern Fukien province and 
Chek ured the province adjoining on 
the north, for there is no railroad on 
which the northerners can make a 
stand to bar further progress.
